THE CAPTURE OF STAGE-ROBBER CHARLES 
H. THORN, ALIAS DORSEY. 


He Is Run Down After Escaping From the 
San Quentin Penitentiary, California— 
The Thrilling Stery of His Connection 
With the Celebrated Cummings Stage 
Robbery and Murder Sixteen Years Ago— 
His History Here and His Recent Escape— 
The Death of Kehoe, Hus Partner. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTcH. 

GAINESVILLE, Tex., July 27.—C. M. Carr, a 
United States Marshal, passed through here this 
morning on his way to Ft. Smith, where he 
was taking six of the must dangerous outlaws 
and desperadoes of the Indian Territory, 
where they were captured recently. Among 
them was George Thorn, whose home is in 
St. Louis. He is charged with robbing a train 


near Muskogee, a few days ago, at which 
time a Texas cattleman was kilied. Thorn 
has confessed that he assisted in the robbery. 


Thorn’s Wonderful Career. 


Thorn is well known here. His career has 
been a wonderful, bold, and adventurous 
one. Just released from a sentence of a long 
term in the penitentiary in California for rob- 
bery, perpetrating one of the boldest highway 
robberies and murders dn record; narrowly 
escaping the gallows, recaptured andsentenced 
to a life term in the very penitentiary 


that heid him before, and escaping from that 
after a short stay, he has now been captured 
again to escape once more it not heavily 
chained in his cell when placed 
in confinement again. The sto of 
Thorn’s adventures and exploits involves a 
once celebrated but now a dead crook of the 
name of Jack Kehoe, alias Patterson. 
Thorn, who at that time and until 
recently, in fact, was known as 
Charles H. Thorn, alias Dorsey, and Kehoe 
had, some sixteen years ago, been serving a 
term in the Nevada County (Cal.) peniten- 
tiary. They served their terms out and a few 
days after their release one of the 
BOLDEST STAGE ROBBERIES 
in the history of the West was committed near 
San Quentin. The 7 2 yee: ot the crime 
were these: A wealthy banker named Cum 
mings engaged a stage coach for the 
popes of transporting a large quan- 
i of gold bullion through the country. 
Kehoe and Thorn became aware of the fact 
and determined to secure the gold, which was 
worth in money about The pair of 
them waylaid the coach, held up the banker 
and the driver of the vehicle and demanded 
the gold be turned over to them. Cummings 
showed fight and Thorn, turning upon him, 
drew arevolver and shot him. The banker 
felldead and the robbers secured the 1d 
and got away with it in safety. hey 
left COalifornia, as a heavy reward was 
offered for their ca , and going to New 
Orleans disposed of the bullion in New 
Orleans. Butthe pair made a fatal mistake. 
They forgot to carry off with them the re- 
volver with which they did their bloody work 
and which they had purchased the morning 
before. Therevolver was easily identified as 
theirs. The search for the robbers was un- 
availing. About six years ago a man giving 
his name ag atterson was arrested 
in this city for burglary and was sentenced to 
three years inthe penitentiary. He fought 
his case desperately and waited month after 
month. Few knew the source whence his 
money came and he seemed to have 
plenty of it. One day while Patterson 
was lying in jail, a man giving his name as 
Wilson, and who had been convicted on three 
several charges of burglary, sent for Detective 
O’ Neill and told him of the Cummings murder 
and robbery, and also toid him that the 
man was then in jail. Further revela- 
tions followed, and O'Neill at once com- 
municated with the California authori- 
ties. Wilson, it would appear, knew 
Patterson and Thorn well, and, in fact, 
had been in the San Quentin Jail with them 
years before. The California men came on, 
IDENTIFIED PATTERSON, 
and prepared to take him back. Meanwhile 
the source of Patterson’s money was learned. 
It was discovered that it had been supplied 
him by Thorn,who was living in this city with 
him and fied to Indiana when his pal“ was 
arrested. The California detectives went to 
Indiana, caught Thorn, brought him to 
St. Louis, identified him as Patterson’s 
or Kehoe’s accomplice in the Cummings case, 
and the two were brought back to California 
together with the man Wilson, who turned 
State’s evidence against them. Kehoe, or 
Patterson, and Thorn were tried for the 
murder and Kehoe was hung while Thorn es- 
caped with a life sentence. He had served 
five years of the sentence when, on December 
1. 1887, he escaped and fled from San Quentin. A 
reward of $500 was offered for his recapture, 
but he has not been heard of until to-day, 
when the news contained in the above dis- 
patch was received by the Posr. DisPaTcu. 
Thorn is a desperado of the first water, as 
may be imagined, butis not as desperate as 
was his partner, Kehoe. While here the lat- 
ter made three distinct efforts to shoot and 
kill N but failed. 
Thorn is a bad egg, said Detective O'Neil

THE STEVENS COUNTY WAR. 


Seven Men Killed in an Encounter Betwee 
the Rival Factions. 


LIBERAL, Kan., July 27.—Shorty, a livery 
stable keeper at Hagoton, gives the following 
particolars regarding a terrible encounter be- 
tween Hugoton and Weodsdale men in Ste- 
vens County, whereby no less than seven 
men lost their lives.

EASTERN VS. MEXICAN HORSEMEN. 

„»The new-comers are very proud of their 
horses and very scornful over the ragged 
little animals ridden by the Mexicans. In- 
stead of being provoked at this the Mexicans 
turn it to excellent account and many make a 
good living out of the inexperienced Ameri- 
cans. As in all frontier towns racing is one of 
the favorite amusements of Santa Fe, and the 
plains in the immediate vicinity are the scene 
every Sunday afternoon of many impromptu 
contests upon which large sums of money are 
wagered. The young Americans have the 
greatest confidence in their blooded horses, 
and few of them really knew anything about 
racing, while the Mexicans are as accom- 
plished jockeys as can be found in the world. 
Their animals are half or quarter-bred mas- 
tangs, seldom over 14% or 15 hands high, 
are never groomed and present a most 
ragged and forlorn appearance. But to a 
skillful eye they present many points indica- 
tive of speed, being light an clean-limbed 
and as guick as cats. Recognizing the fact 
that in a race of a mile or over their small 
animals have no chance against the longer 
stride of the Kentuekians the Mexicans never 
enter the races as competitors, although 
they are interested spectators and bet heavily 
and successfully. 

QUARTER RACES. 

„What they are on the look-out for is a 
quarter race, and scarcely a week passes 
during which they do not arrange at least one 
of these with the unsophisticated Americans. 
The result is nearly invariably the same. A 
standing startis always insisted upon, and 
this alone is enough to give the rave to the 
mustang.
